I reviewed this document with regards to 1217 and made a preliminary conclusion that it would be a level 
III. The countermeasures aren't included as an addendum but must be requested separately to determined what 
is needed for a level III. I've tasked Sgt. Falzone with conducting an assessment. Since the Presidio is a 
campus with multiple facilities of varying levels, it seems more prudent to assess each building or category of 
buildings. Otherwise, if I'm reading the standards correctly, all buildings would be held to the highest level 
determined. It also only covers buildings and facilities occupied by Federal Employees. As such, the standards 
wouldn't apply to the majority of the building on the Presidio. Ultimately, an assessment should be completed 
for the other buildings occupied by Federal Employees as well. The level is determined by the tenant in 
consultation with the owner/leasing agency and the organization with security responsibilities.

Those regulations appear similar to other FOIA regulations that have been found by courts to be contrary to the FOIA 
statute. The usual source of advice from within the Federazl government for FOIA officers is the FOIA guidance from the 
Office of Information Policy (OIP) of the Department of Justice, which has addressed the issue of search cut-off dates 
here: 

http://www.justice.gov/oip/blog/foia-post-2004-use-cut-dates-foia-searches 

"From the case law addressing this issue thus far, it is clear that a search conducted using a cut-off based on the date 
that the search begins (i.e., a "date-of-search cut-off") will be viewed by the courts much more favorably than a search 
that uses a less inclusive cut-off, such as one based on the date of the request or of the request's receipt (i.e., a "date-of- 
request cut-off").... The significance of a date-of-search cut-off is most evident when the subject of the request is a 
matter involving ongoing agency activity, such that records are still being created after the request is made." 

> * In our conversation yesterday, you stated that you should have at 

> least received copies of the correspondence that you and Mr. Carp 

> previously had as those records "pertain" to the FSL determination. I 

> will endeavor to locate such correspondence. 

My reference was not only to correspondence between myself and Mr. Carp, but to any records of Mr. Carp's 
communication with others within or outside the Presidio Trust pertaining to the issue of whether an FSL has been 
assigned, or whether such an assignment has been contemplated. Mr. 

Carp's letter suggests that such records are likely to exist.. 

If you have come to the realization that responsive records (including 

these) are likely to exist, but were not searched for or disclosed, the proper action is to explicitly rescind your agency's 
earlier erroneous determination, conduct a proper search, and release all non-exempt records responsive to the original 
request. This would, of course, be what would be ordered eventually on remand following a successful administrative 
appeal of the original erroneous adverse determination. I invite you to do so, to obviate the need for an administrative 
appeal. 

* With respect to the failure to notify you of appeal rights, I 

> could not find a provision in the regulations that addresses a 

> situation where a request is denied because the FOIA Officer believes 

> that no responsive records are in existence. 
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It is long-settled FOIA law that a finding that no responsive records are held by the agency constitutes an adverse 
determination. See: 

http://www.justice.gov/oip/blog/foia-update-oip-guidance-procedural-rules-under-dc-circuits-oglesby-decision 

"All of the other agencies had formally notified Oglesby of his right to take an administrative appeal, as required by the 
Act in the case of any "adverse determination." 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(6)(A)(i). The State Department, however, had not 
located any record responsive to Oglesby's FOIA request and therefore had not included an administrative appeal 
notification in its response letter. Viewing such a "no record" response as an "adverse determination," the D.C. Circuit 
concluded that Oglesby was not obligated to appeal that response administratively in the absence of any notification of 
his right to do so. See 920 F.2d at 67." 

> * I acknowledge the difference of opinion between your view and the 

> Trust's regulatory position on "records in existence." Rather than 

> continue down that road, I would like to suggest an alternative. If 

> you will resend your letter of April 8th but revised with today's 

> date, the Trust will then be required to search for all records prior 

> to the date we receive your second letter. As a practical matter, 

> that should dispose of the differing interpretation of the "records in 

> existence" issue with respect to your April 8 letter and Mr. Carp's May 1 response. 

I will send such a new request for more recent records, in addition to my adminsitrative appeal of the inadequate search 
and improper adverse determination that no records exist "responsive" to our earlier request.
